office of ,the Licking County Commis- 
sioners in the Court House, Dr. L. L. 
Marriott, county coroner, began an in- 
quest to determine the cause of the 
death of Miss Minnie 
Guilder, 
the 


young woman of Kirkersville who died 
Friday morning. 


It will be remembered 
that 
Miss 


Gunder, aged 26, fell upon the street 
Friday morning and died 
an 
hour 


later. She refused to take medicine 
offered by the doctors and declined to 
talk of her trouble. 


At 3 o'clock Dr. Marriott said it 


would be late before the inquest will he 
concluded. 


A strong rumor has it that the drug 


which caused the girl's death was oil 
of tansey, which is said to have been 
purchased in Newark. A further re- 
port has it that a young man, aged 
about 27, married 
and 
having 
two 


children living in the vicinity of Kirk- 
ersville purchased the drug at a New- 
ark store recently. Concerning these 
reports the coroner would naturally 
say nothing but that they are being 
investigated there is no doubt what- 
ever. 


An autopsy was conducted at Kirk- 


ersville Friday afternoon by Doctors 
Kramer and Leatherman, and theso 
physicians, together with Dr. Rutledge. 
•who was with Miss Gunder a fe\v mo- 
ments after she fell upon the street, 
will testify before the coroner.

Colonel Carmi A. Thompson, soon to 


retire as speaker of the house to be- 
come secretary of state, is quoted in 
an interview as saying a county local 
option law surely will pass at the next 
session, in 1908. A way to beat the 
Jones law for residential district op- 
tion by petition was discovered in 
Ironton, and Colonel Thompson gives 
this explanation: "I don't know wheth- 
er it is because the drys have not han- 
dled their case skillfully or not, hut 
the fact is that a district, petitioned 
for as dry by a majority of the voters, 
as held by the common pleas court, 
remains wet, while the case is carried 
up to the higher courts. 
Elsewhere 


in the state under such conditions the 
saloons have been closed. Here is the 
story of the Ironton case: The wets 
attacked the petition, charging that 
certain names were improperly se- 
cured. The number so 
challenged 


would have reduced the petition below 
the required number, but the common 
pleas court held against the wets. The 
latter carried the case to the circuit 
court and secured an injunction from 
that court preventing the city clerk 
from putting the mandate on the rec- 
ords. This prevents the closing of 
the saloons. 
Xow it will take more 


than two years for the case to reach 
a decision in the supreme court. The 
two years in which the petition pro- 
posed to make the district dry will 
have elansed, nnd a decision in favor 
of the drys would be a vain thing."

Chicago, 111., by T. O. Bain, captain 
Eleventh United States infantry, mus- 
tering officer."

clares "It is a mystery on what author- 


~\ ity the statement has b'een made that 


this regiment was discharged because 
it .was disorganized, mutinous and 
worthless." The Sixtieth Ohio was 
organized, .according to Adjutant Gen- 
eral Critchfleld's statement, on Feb. 


• 25, 1862, and mustered into the ser- 


vice on April 27 the same year. Wil- 
liam H. Trimble of Hillsboro was 
colonel of the regiment. It served in 
West Virginia and Maryland until its.

1862. The members were paroled as 
prisoners of war and marched to An- 
napolis, and from there transported 
by rail to Camp Douglas, Chicago, 
along with 4,000 other .men.
